The position of this girder 
which is decaying from dry-rot is such 
that it may at any moment be tipped, 
or turned, completely over, thereby per- 
mitting the balcony and gallery to col- 
lapse. 

“Many of the joists used on the main 
floor of the said building were not long 
enough to reach from girder to girder, 
and these joists have been carelessly 
spliced, by simply nailing a piece’ on

THIEF IN KITCHEN

A suit filed by her in Spencer, 
Ind., against James R. Henry of 
Indianapolis revealed the fact that 
she was formerly Henry's wife, and 
was divorced from him two months 
before she married Samuel UH.

The 
trespass was committed during Stein- 
meyer’s attempt, a week ago, to obtain 
admission to Mrs. Leathe’s suite of 
rooms at the Planters Hotel. 

Steinmeyer, who is a Collinsville lum- 
ber dealer, with a handsome home in 
Edwardsville, and who had been known 
as “‘the catch of Collinsville,’’ gave no- 
tice that he would appeal to the Court 
of Criminal Correction. 

Edwards Denies Rivalry. 

The most exciting moment of a pep- 
pery two hours’ trial came when WiI- 
iiam L. Bohnenkamp, Steinmeyer’s law- 
yer, asked William Irvine Edwards, 
Mrs. Leathe s business representative. 

“Isn't it a fact that you and Stein- 
mcyer are rivaix for the hand of Mrs.

He has said that 
he could bring ‘‘all Collinsville’ to prove 
his former. engagement to Miss Wilson, 
and as a move in this direction: he 
brought W. C. Hadley, a Collinsville 
banker: H. H. Look, a police magistrate, 
and Dr. J. Morgan Sims. 

Hadley acted as a character witness, 
saying that if Steinmeyer did anything 
wrong, it would be “‘through ignorance.” 
Look testified that he had often seen 
Steinmeyer and Miss Wilson together 
three or four years ago. 

Son-in-Law Testifies. 

Dr. Sims,. who was formerly Mrs. 
Leathe’s son-in-law, went into more de- 
tail. He testified that Steinmeyer was 
Miss Wilson's accepted suitor until Mrs. 
Leathe inherited her husband's money 
In 1907, and that sinee that time she had 
tried to keep her daughter and Stein- 
meyer apart. 

‘Mrs. Leathe always encouraged Stein- 
meyer,’ Dr. Sims testified, “until she got 
her money.

State License ‘Plates to Have a 
Red Background, Instead of 
Pale Yellow. 





The 1912 styles in automobile Ucense 
tags will show striking changes in 
color. The State tags, which hang at 
the rear of machines, will have white 
figures and letters on a red background, 
considered much better for purposes of 
identification than the 1911 tag, which 
a combination of white and pale 
yellow, indistinguishable. 


For the city tags, which may lawfully 
hang anywhere except on the back of 
the machine, City Register. Witter is 
considering a black background with 
white figures. The 1911 tag, which owing 
to legal'complications was left off many 
machines, is red and white.’ 

Two Ordinances Pending; 

Two otdinances relating to city auto- 
mobile license are pending in the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly. One was suggested 
by License Collector Alt and the other 
by the St. Louis Automobile Club. They 
agree on a graduated license fee of from 
$2 to $7, according to the horsepower 
the same as the State license fee which 
is provided for in the law which became 
effective Aug. 1.

SPENCER, Ind.. Dec. 27.—The filing 
of a suit here by Mrs. Grace A. Leathe 
of St. Louls against James R. Henry of 
Indiancpolis has resulted in the discov- 
ery that Henry was formerly Mrs. 
Leathe’s husband and that she obtained 
a divorce from him less than two 
months before she became the wife of 
Samuel H. Leathe. The pending suit is 
for the recovery of 800 acres of land in 
Owen County, to which Mrs. Leathe al- 
leges Henry obtained title by stealth 
after the divorce. 

The papers in the present suit do not 
allude to the former marital relations 
of the couple, but search of the records 
of the Owen County Circuit Court dis- 
closes their marriage and divorce. 

The allegation on which Mrs. Leathe 
obtained a divorce from Henry, who was 
her second husband, was that he was 
jealous of the time and attention she de- 
voted to the administration of the es- 
tute of her first husband, Maj..Oscar 
Bb. Wilson of the United States army. 

Married in 1899. 

Mrs. Leathe’s petition for divorce, filed 
Nov. 13, 1908, recites that she was mar- 
ried to Henry Nov. 22, 1899, in Missouri. 

Her first husband, she stated, had left 
an estate of $30,000, of which %5000 had 
been willed to her and the rest divided 
tetween his two minor daughters. She 
was appointed guardian of the ‘children 
and the management of the estate re- 
quired the devotion of almost her en- 
tire time to it. 

Part of the Wilson estate was a bell 
factory in Illinois yielding an annuel net 
income of $3000 and it was agreed be- 
tween them that she should manage it. 
His home was at Gosport, this county, 
where he was part owner of a bank, 
but he had business interests in In- 
dianapolis and spent much of his time 
there. 

Moved Factory to Indiana. 

Mrs. Leathe, then Mrs. Henry, stated 
that for three years they lived happily 
and pleasantly at Gosport and Indianap- 
vlis.

AGO, SENSES BACK, 
BUT MEMORY GONE 


W. E. Holland Is Now Conscious, 
but Has No Recollection of 
Attack in Store. 


dition in the city hospital for 18 days 
as a result of a blow on the head 
struck by an unknown person, Wil- 
liam E. Holland, 45 years old, a wall 
paper dealer, of 1400 North King’s 
highway, who lives at 926A North 
King’s highway, regained conscious- 
ness late Tuesday afternoon. But 
the police, who have been eagerly 
awaiting the return of his senses, 
learned, to their dismay, that he is 
suffering from amnesia and may 
never be able to tell who his assail- 
ant was. 

On Dec. 8 Holland was found uncon- 
scious in his store.

He 
was removed to the city hospital, where 
an operation was performed, the sur- 
geons finding that a clot of blood had 
formed on the covering of the brain, 
causing the brain to become lacerated.

One Card Shows What’s Really 
the Matter With Patient and 
Another What He’s Told.

Books of Arrested Men Show 
They Have “Treated” 79 Per- 
sons—Big Fees Demanded. 








Affidavits compiled by the City Health 
[Department to be used *as evidence 
against seven men arrested Monday and 
Tuesday, charged with fleecing igno- 
rant immigrants by unlawful medical 
practice, reveal a most amazing system 
of impositions, according to Chief In- 
spector Lawrence. 

In connection with these affidavits, 
made by clients of, the concern, which 
has offices in the Fullerton Building, 
the health officers have seized all the 
firm’s books. Lawrence says two rec- 
vrd cards were kept in each case, giv- 
ing the actual condition of the patient, 
the diagnosis given to him and the med- 
icines prescribed. 

In one case, Lawrence avers, the ac- 
tual cohdition was set down as bald- 
ness and the man was told he had lung 
‘rouble. Another man suffering from 


manded. One man, whose condition was 
described merely as weak, was asked to 
pay $100 for a cure, while $87.40 was de- 
manded of another man, who was suf- 
fering from a headache. 

Called Interpreters. 
The men under arrest are Dr. Samuel 
Nevling, 5515 St. Louis avenue; Albert 
le Doulx, W. A. Jesinski and Charles 
Minor, St. Nicholas Hotel; John J. 
Weitzman, American Hotel; Marcus 
Feingold, Benton Hotel, and Thomas 
Kaleff, 1945 North Market street. 
In the offices of the concern all of 
these men except Dr. Nevling are called 
interpreters. The affidavits compiled 
by Lawrence purport to slow that some 
of the interpreters acted as physicians. 
Most of the Health wWepartment’s in- 
formation came through Walter Ko- 
walski who, Lawfence says, was turned 
state’s evidence. 
When the books were seized the names 
of 79 persons who have gone to the firm 
for treatment since the offices were 
opened Dec. 11, were obtained. Ten of 
these persons have made affidavits. 

“Well in 30 Minutes,” 

Mrs. Mary Winsowicz, 140 North 

Twelfth street, deposed that she visited 
the offices in the Fullerton Building and 
Was examined by Dr. Nevling, Dr. Weeit- 
man and Dr. Tony. 
She said they put a box against her 
body and looked through it and told her 
she had an ulcer on the stomach that 
would turn to cancer and would kill her 
unless she were operated on for its re- 
moval at once. They asked $35 for the 
eperation and told her she would be 
well in 30 minutes, but would have to 
take some medicines to be imported 
from Europe, which ‘would cost her 
$42.30. ‘ 

She deposited $10.30, but repented the 
bargain and asked her money back the 
next day, but was refused. The woman 
is the wife of a carpenter, whose $12 a 
week salary goes to the support of them 
and their three children. 

Demanded $150. . 

Mike Toms, 312 South Sixth street, who 
earns $12 a week as a shoe worker, made 
affidavit that Dr. Albert, Dr.. Nevling 
and Dr. Weitzman told him his lungs 
were failing. They demanded $50 from 
him after he had refused to pay $150. 
He gave $5 and promised the rest when 
he should be well. Their own cards 
showed that Toms had received only a 
tonic of iron, quinine and strychnine. 

Casimir Budiewicz, 1618 North Sev- 
enteenth reet, deposed that Drs. Tony 
and Weitzman and a professor from 
Chicago told him he was losing his lungs 
end would soon die. They promised 
te make his lungs as good as new. He 
said $ and signed his name to a check 
for $70. Payment on this check was 
stopped subsequently. The cards showed 
that Casimir had been ordered to take 
some anti-asthma powéers, salts, inhale 
oils, drink two quarts of milk and eat 
six eggs ~very night before going to 


bed. 
“Medicine From Europe.” ; 





Tony Brokop, 1815 South Tweifth 
street, deposed that he was suffering 
from a not uncommon ailment and they 
demanded $100 for treatment and $190 for 
medicine. 

Adam Barlkiwicz, an employe of the 
American Car and Foundry Co., said ne 
was afflicted with shortness of breath. 
After examining him with the camera 
box he said Drs. Tony and Nevliing de- 
manded $2 for treatment and $52.75 for 
medicines they said they would have to 
get in Europe. 

Waleck Groszek, 215 South Third 
street, swore that, after examining him, 
Dr. Tony told him he had dirt in his 
lungs and offered to clean them out for 
$35 with $75.80 for medicine to be ob- 
tained in Burope. The card showed 
that he was given salts. 

Mrs. Mary Waelski, 1420 North Twen- 
tieth street, swore that Drs. Tony, Wal- 
ter and Neviing examined her with the 
box and told her they would charge $72 
to treat her for stormach trouble and $25 
for medicines they would have to get 
from New York. The card showed she 
received salts and a tonic of iron, qui- 


nine and strych nine.

indigestion was told he was going blind | ’ 
and a fee of $76.40 to cure him was de- 


in her stomach. He wanted $30 for the 
treatment and $80.70 for medicine. He 
told her that two of the three linings 
of her stomach had given away and 
the other was breaking, the husband

“Water in Her Threat.” 

Mrs. Mary Matranga, 519 Biddle street, 
said she went to Dr. Nevling, thinking 
she had a bad cold, and he told her she 
had water in her throat and was in 
great peril. She said he demanded $20 
for treatment and $38.40 for medicines. 
She paid $50 on account, she said. 

The seized records show that the firm 
did a lucrative business. On its first 
day, Dec. 11, it took in $72. Dec. 20 
Was the biggest day, the receipts being 
$319.50. Christmas day the receipts were 
$115.50. 

It is said that each member who got 
business from a patient received 5 per 
cent of the fee paid, over and above his 
salary. The commissions of Tony last 
week from this source were $23,50. The 
authorities say Tony really was one of 
the interpreters. 


COMMISSIONS ON

Wright Bullt Bungalow. 
After Wright had gone away Mrs. 


Cheney lived in the bungalow—a building 
especially designed and built by 
Wright—without attempting to make 
any acquaintances among her  neigh- 
bors. She was quiet and for the most 
part remained indoors. About two weeks 
ago she was seen at the Spring Green 
raijroad station carrying a suit case. 

Two or three days later the news was 
published in Chicago papers that Mrs. 
Cheney had applied for and had been 
granted the right to change her name 
from Cheney to Borthwick. Her reason 
for making the application, she _ ex- 
plained; was that the name of Cheney 
was distasteful to her because of the 
‘‘unpleasant memories” attachedito it— 
the “unpleasant memories” being those 
of her divorce suit. 

Meanwhile Wright was living in Oak 
Park in the house occupied by his wife 
and children.

There has been 
nothing clandestine about this affair in 
any of its aspects. I have™been try- 
ing to live honestly. I have been living 
honestly. 

“Mrs. E. E. Cheney never existed for 
me. She was always Mamah Borthwick 
to me, an individual separate and dis- 
tinct, who was not any man’s posses- 
sion. 

“The children, my children, 
well provided for as they ever were. I 
love them as much as any fathe could, 
but I suppose I haven’t been a good 
father to them. 

“Certainly I regard it as a tragedy 
that things should. have come about as 
they have, but I could not act differ- 
ently if I had it all to do over again.

Tastes Different From Wife's. 

“Why couldn't your work and Mrs.

“Mrs. Wright had little time to be 
interested in my work and I had little 
time to be interested in hers,” he an- 
swered. “She was wrapped up in her 
children. I live more and more in my 
work. And so we grew apart. 

“She did not understand my. going 
away. She does not understand it now. 
She thinks I am infatuated with another 
woman. That isn’t the whole of it. I 
went away because I fould my life con- 
fused and my situation discordant.

I can do better by 
my children now than I could have done 
had I sacrificed that which was life 
itself to me and remained with them, a 
sacrifice to study, bound a slave and 
not a man, with coldness and falsehood 
in the atmosphere they breathed. 

“I believe in them, but no parent can 
live his children’s lives for them. More 
are ruined in this way than by the cour- 
age which takes from them the insistent 
impression of parental personality. I do 
not want to be a pattern for them. I 
want them to have room in which to 
Srow up to be themselves. 

“I hope always to be able to provide 
for their needs, and I mean to be some- 
thing helpful and suggestive 6f better 
things to them, even if I am only in 
the shadow behind them. When they 
get a little older I hope they will see me 
in another light.”

In so far as this is a satisfactory explanation of 
why the distinguished American who has been 


awarded a Nobel peace prize and the other dis-}: 


tinguished American who has really done much to 
earn one will not be fellow-diners in a peace 
propaganda, it is also an explanation of unpre- 
cedented shiftings among political bedfellows in 
the Republican party., Its truth is sustained by 
testimony wholly independent of the banquet 
committeeman, one of whose further statements 
is this: “There can be no question about Mr. 
Roosevelt being Mr. Taft’s chief political op- 
ponent and bitterest political enemy” 

A key to many things which may otherwise be 
obscure in the early developments of the cam- 
paign year will be found in the relations of these 
two foremost Republican leaders. Mr. Taft, of 
course, is not Mr. Roosevelt's political and per- 
sonal enemy in the same sense in which Mr. 
Roosevelt is Mr. Taft’s personal enemy. The 
good-natured, generous, blundering Mr. Taft is 
incapable of the few sharp, swift dispositions that 
would suffice to eliminate Mr. Roosevelt from 
consideration, so far as the regular Republican 
organization is concerned. 

From Oyster Bay a watch will be kept for vul- 
nerable spots. There will be a lying-in-wait and 
appearances in sudden, confusing sallies. “Candid 
expressions” like the recent one in the Outlook 
that was so gratifying to Big, Business and so 
bewildering to the plain voters may be expected 
as often as opportunity can be found for them. 

It is probably too late to prevent Mr. Taft’s re- 
romination in the convention to be held five 
‘months and 3¢ days from now. Great damage 
can be done him on election day, however, by 
the Roosevelt influence among insurgents and 
the by no means newly acquired but recently 
strengthened Roosevelt pull with Big Business. 
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It is interesting to note that Italian financiers

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A MODEL MEDICAL RULE. 
President Taft has amended his regulations 
governing the practice of medicine in the Panama 
Canal zone by the addition of the following 
paragraph: 

‘Nothing in. this order shall be construed 
to prohibit’ practice of the religious tenets 
of any church in the ministration of the sick 
or suffering by mental or spiritual means 
without the use of any drug or material rem- 
edy, whether gratuitously or for compensa- 
tion, provided sanitary laws are complied 
with; or, gratuitous service in case of emer- 
gency or the administering of ordinary house 
hold remedies.” 

| This is a model which should be inserted in the 


medical legislation of the states. Missouri needs 
the amendment. It is impossible to enforce laws 
forbidding people to’ seek mental and spiritual 
means of relief from their ills, or forbidding re- 
ligious teachers and practitioners to minister to 
their needs. It is idle to talk of putting men 
and women in jail for resorting to faith and 
prayer as means of relief from moral or physical 
troubles. But the distinction between medical 
practice and spiritual ministration in which no 
drugs or other material remedies are used 
should be taken out of the twilight zone of doubt 
and clearly defined in the laws. 

The State should enforce approved sanitary 
regulations and necessary precautionary meas- 
ures to prevent contagion.

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FEUDS AND POLITICS. 
The clan feuds of Eastern Kentucky have been 
checked, but the gang feuds of St. Louis continue 
tc lengthen their record of homicide, with the po- 
lice apparently powerless to do anything more 
than their routine duty in seeing that the dead 
are carried to the morgue and the wounded to 
the hospitals. 
It ought to be considered in accounting for po- 
lice failure to prevent such murders, that under 
their own code of ethics the gang feudists refuse to 
prosecute each other or to accept police protec- 
tion. As they will neither confess nor accuse, 
the Police Department is left without the re- 
sources on which it chiefly relies for bringing 
criminals to justice. 
Instead of excusing failure, this exaggerates 
the risk to the publig when murder clubs can 
operate continuously under their own code of 
murderous ethics, as superior to law or to any 
power the Police Department is able to show in 
enforcing it. 
A Police Department which includes officials 
of high intelligence and long training is not able 
te cope with men of inferior intelMgence and no 











training except such as belongs to the worst suc- 


cesses of slum politics. When we come to slum 
politics, however, we may not be far from the 
real reason of the apparent failure of the authori- 
ties. If there were no possibility of controlling 
the city through gang politics, there might be no 
difficulty in suppressing gang feuds.

BENDER THINKS HIS 
ST. LOUIS U. TERMS 
MORE THAN MODEST 
OACH JOHN BENDER, 
whose terms for 1912, asked 
by St. Louis University’s 
Athletic Board, will be considered 
Thursday, will probably be signed 
by the Grand avenue school. Ben- 
der last year had a contract de- 
pendent on the financial success of 
the team for a bonus. Bad weath- 
er cut off the profits, and in this 
year’s contract the little Billiken 
ccach has asked for a cash raise, 
no matter what the season's ‘‘gate’”’ 
may be. 

That the university considers this 
too large is evident from the state- 
ment of one of the Athletic Board: 
“We would like to keep Bender, but 
we don’t want to mortgage the 
university to do it.’ 

Bender says the raise he asks 
amounts to just $250 per annum 
over the sum he had expected to 
get from the university for the past 
season's work. 

Bender is still keeping open the 
offer of a threeryear contract ten- 
dered him by Washington State 
College, where Bender made a big 
hit several years ago, 











Dr. Jack Schneider, the giant fullback 
of the famous machine developed at 
St. Louls University, four or five years 
ago, by Edward B. Cochems, and since 
that time coach of the Creighton eleven 
for one year, is in St. Louls. He denies 
that his visit has anything to do with 
the prospective signing of a 1912 coach 
by St. Louis University, now under con- 
sideration by the university athletic au- 
thorities. It was understood the propo- 
sition submitted by Coach Bender to 
St. Louis University was above the al- 
lowance made for the position; and 
Schneider’s presence here was supposed 
to be for a conference with the ath- 
letic heads of the Grand avenue institu- 
tion. 

“I have a good practice in Chicago,” 
said Schneider, in answer to a question 
as to his future, “and am not going .o 
abandon it for football. I’m here, visit- 
ing my wife's relatives, for the holidays. 
That’s the only significance to be at- 
tached to my trip.’’ 

Schneider was willing to talk on othe; 
football topics, however. He is strong 
for the new rules, which Wis former tu- 
tor, Eddie Cochems, was the first in all 
the country to solve, as early ds 1906. 
and does not approve proposed changes. 

Forward Pass Necessary. 

“They will never abandon the forward 
pass—itts too important a cog in foot- 
ball, although the fact seems to be gen- 
erally overlooked in the East. They 
should devise some means to revive the 
touchdown, as scoring by this means 
has been at low ebb. But I really think 
it is, in part, due to the fact that few 
coaches have realized the possibilities 
of the forward pass play as shown by 
Ed Cochems. 

“I was in Chicago this fall and saw sev- 
eral of the big games. Not one of the teams 
took advantage of the play. The forward 
pass, as used by teams today, is not prop- 
erly covered up. When it is used the intent 
is generally obvious from the foundation, 
and. tho defense against it easy, 

“Cochems used this play merely as a 
means to open up the defense. Every forma- 
tion from which he worked the forward pass 
could be used for’at least, six other plays, 
each with a different point of attack. 
Cochems worked up a reputation for being a 
user of the forward pass, and consequently 
the opposition was always watching the 
formations from which he employed it. 
.“Once a forward pass formation was noted. 
every time the formation was called, the 
defense immediately opened up to stop the 
expected pass. To their consternation a line 
attack or-an end run, not a forward pass. 
resulted, 

“When they saw “still other plays come 
out of a forward pass arrangement, and 
then saw the forward pass originate aleo 
from a standard. kick or other piay, they 
went completely in the air, and for the rest 


~@f the game were at sea, their defense un- 


eortain and shot to pieces. Cochems’ games 

Were won, not by using forward passes as 

ground gainers, but as a means to weaken 

and open up the defense, so that regulation 

Plave could count greatly because unex- 

pected.
